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INDIANS TURBU LENT. 

The Navajoes Reported To Be Pre 
paring To Qc on the Warpath. 
Advices received by T. J. Mat- 
thews, of Colorado City, from his 

partner. T. K. Lacone,of Cortes, 

Colo., state that the Navajo In- 
dians in that vicinity are arrang- 
ing for war. The Indians claim 
the Cariso moutains as a part of 
their reservation, although recent 
government surveys locate the line 
further up the San Juan. Rich 
gold fields abound in the moun- 
tains, which have Keen known to 
Laoone and others for some time. 
The Indians have molded golden 
bullets and exhibited them, hut 
they vow the death of any white 
miners who invade their reserva- 
tion. Since the survey was mode 

Laoone and other miners have stak- 
ed claims and are now camped up- 
on them.
